The terror of the the night a me- 
tonymie of the effect for the cauſe , becauſe 
this ſicknefle breeds many terrors & feares 
in the night. 

1. Becauſe the night is a ſollitary time, 
and ſolitarineſle doth encreaſe feares. 

2. Becauſe of the darkenefle of the time; 
for as all light brings comfort and boldnes, 
ſo all darknes workes feare and diſcourage- 
ment in the ſound,much more in the weak, 
and now moſt of all when a mar.is readiero 
walk into the valley of the ſhadow of death, 
where 15 wont to be alwaies ſome agonies, 
and great cauſes of teare,P/al.2 3.3.4 

3 Thenightbreedecs fearefull dreames, 
which m time of the Peſhlence increaſe ter- 
tors. Job in his affliction crieth out becauſe 
hee is terrified with the viſhons of the night;

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When I ſay my conch ſhall reliene mee, my bel 
ſhall bring comfort, in my meduation, then fea.

When the Lord mindeth two amaze his 
enemies with any terrors, hee powreth his | 
wdgements vpon them in the night ſeaſon: 
when hee would ſhake all Egypt, hee flew 
one, cucnthe firſt borne in cuery houſe in 
Egypt, atmid-night; and it cauſed a dread» 
full crying and lamentation throughout the 
whole land, Exod, 12. 29. 30. 33. It was 
the night time whe the Lord flew 185000, 
in Senacharibs campe, that ſo he might beat 
dowae the great infolcncic of that pronde 
enemie of thus people.

where it lighteth or lmiteth any man, ,, VEe 
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Secondly, where it 15 ſaide to deſtroy of 
woondaj: the cauſe of this(they ſay)is for that 
in the day, the pores of our bodies are ope- 
ned, and then when the Sun is in the high- 
eſt pitch of the meridionall line, moſt open 
in all parts and arteries. Thus time rally © 
are we moſt aptto receiue any poyſon, and 
this infetious vapour can ſooneſt pierce inv 
to our ſecret parts. 

And it 15 knowne by the expenience of 
many yeares,that albeit the heate of the Sun 
cauſc not this peſtiterous exhalation, yetit 
may cauſe it to be more violent, and thatall 
windes that come from that part, breed pu- 
trifaction and rottenneſle in all places. 

This ſaith one Aphoriſme of Hipocrs- 


tes, which is , Vent meridionales , byemales, | 


ſmart mortales : South windes in winter doo | 


bring death or mortalitie. But I indge the | 


ſimple meaning of the holy Ghoſt may be | 


this : That the Peſtilence ſpares not where 
God ſends it, but \nutes downe at all times, 
as at midnight, ſo at mid-day all alike : mn} 
faire weather and in foule , in the moun» 
taines and inthe valleys, in the beſt ayte 
and in the worſt, &c. And therefore 
when God ſhootcs thus arrow , men are 

warned 
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warned here to be in areadines at all times 
and in all places. Watch(ſaith our Lord and 
Sauiour Ieſus Chriſt)for ye know not what 
houre the theete commeth. Thus much 
briefly for the ſcnſe and meaning of theſe 
two verſes. 

Now let vs conſider yet ſomewhat 
more caretully,ſceing the Peſtilence breeds 
ſo many feares and terrors night and day, 
and is fo great an enemie and deſtroyer 
of man-kinde : what inſtrumentes and 
meanes the Lord vſcth for the affliction of 
tus people in the Peſtilence.

Finally, to end this point, and to come The ue 
vnto our purpole againe, there is nothing peace ot 
weought 1n all our lives to bee more care- = rota 
full of, then to ſtrive to diſcerne betweene x. ann 
the true, the bleſſed, and moſt comfortable 
peace of Icſus Chriſt jn our hearts and

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conſciences : and the falſe peace, and mot 
dangerous and deadly fleepe of carnall and 
benummed conſciences, where Sathan 
dwelleth. That if wce haue the one, we 
may with all our might endeuour to pre- 
ſerueit : and if we be miſerably deluded,

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heart! and conſcience remaineth, the peace 
and ſleepe 15 to be ſulpetted to be Sathani« 
call. 

Secondly, before Chriſt giue peace,hee . 
muſt needes warre with Sathan, Lab 11.21, 
In this warfare the priſoner that Chriſt 
taketh which fought againſt him , is the 
foule of man, &c. a man therefore mult be 
captiuat , and fo in ſoule humbled vnder 
Chriſt before true peace in Chriſts king- 
dome : that peace therefore whuch 1s before 
humiliation,is to be ſuſpected, 

Thirdly , where Chriſt hath overcome, 
there his goood ſpirit watcherh, for hee will 
not leeſe any that he hath found, 7. 10.28. 
Where that ſpirit is , there hee worketh 
true ſanAification of ſoule, ſpirit, and body, 
1.Theſſ.5.23. Where therefore true ſanih- 
cation 1s wanting , the peace is dangerous, 
and to be ſuſpeCted. But of this more 1n an 
other queſtion. 

Now to returne to that wee purpoſed, 
let vs conlider briefly whether the wic- 
ked ſpirites are Gods inſtruments and 
meſſengers to ſinite vs with the Peſhlence.

them effe& many things. As men (Caith 
he) can vſc them , not onely to ſuſtaine life, 
but alſo according to the meaſure of their 
knowledge, moſt artifici ally both in ſundne 
ſuperfluous tifles, and in divers mecha 

call efte&ts. 

There be three ſorts of maladies w hs 
by the wicked are pl; igued, and the godly 
chaſtened ofthe Lord? The firſt kindes 
meerenaturall : the ſecond 1s mecre-du- 
bolicall : the third is mixt. Meere natv- 
rall I callall thoſe which haue their cauſe 
knowne in nature , diſcerned and curee 
not by rude Empyricks , but by the lea 
ned in the practiſe of Phiſicke,, as theords 
nary common difeaſes among the people 
Meere diabolicall I thinke wee may a 
thoſe evils wherein no cauſc appearet 
to the moſt pertect and learned Phiſines

butſome ſecret cauſe; that 1s , ſome wick 
ſpirit ſent of God to diſtemper the bod! 
gi 
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and to cauſe the naturall faculties and parts 
ofthe body , eyther not to be ableto per. 
forme their duties, or to benumbe the body, 
orto do farre more, with greater ſtrength 
and violence then nature alone can effteRt : 
ſuch were thole the ſcripture cals demontaci, 

fleſled of diucls,or holden of diuels;or as 
ome learned men reade, inſpired by diuels. 


Jn which moſt gricuous affliftion, Sathan 


doth molt commonly bereaue the poſleſ- 
ſkdof the vie of common ſenſe and reaſon, 
working in them beſide their ordinarie 
courſe of nature ſtraunge eflets , even 
ſuch as the molt tudicious both Phiſiti- 
ons and Diuines cannot aſcribe to any 
other cauſe but to Sathans eftcuall wor- 
king. 

There is great wiſedome and heede 
to bee taken in helping and healing ſuch 
at this day 3 for it 1s not done by con- 
wration or divination , as Popith Prieſtes 
proteſle and prattiſe , but by cntreating 
the Lord humbly in faſting and prayer. 
I ſee no warrant we have to talke or que- 
ſhon with Sathan : for hee 1s the Lords 
executioner , hee hath ſent lum 3 what 
authoritze then haue wee to commaund

him to depart , where God hath ſent him. 
A Prince or Magiſtrate is oftended with 
a ſubie& for ſome diſſoyaltie , an Oſh« 
cer 15 {ent to impriſon him : ſhall hee or 
any other, charge the Officer in the Prin. 
ces name to let him alone , and not to 
touch him? Is itnot their way onely to 
cifhe the Prince, and ſothe Magjiltrate w il 
commaund the Officer to ſurceaſe ? even 
ſo where God ſendeth Sathan his execu- 
tioner to areſt any perſon in any formeor 
manner , in body or minde: the onely way 
no doubt, 1s to entreat the Lord to be pacifs 
cd,and to rebuke Sathan. 
'  Againe, we reade often that Sathan 
tormented many in ſundry moſt gricuous 
diſcaſes , which I call the third and mixt 
kinde for by ſecret poyſons hee hath 
made them incurable to the beſt practi- 
tioners in Phiſicke in all ages. The good 
woman mentioned Luke I3. verſe 16. 
ſhee 15 ſaide to bee bounde of Sathan 
I 8. yearcs , «nd to have 4 ſpirit of nfir- 
mire. 

And ſuch were many lunarikes , and 
may be to this day , they had a diſeaſe of 
cauſes partly knowne , partly ynknowne,

for be 6; 4 lunatihe, 

The learned deriue the cauſe of this 
euill from the Moone as the name impor 
teth, becauſe they hauc obſcrued, that tuch 
as are borne in the change are thus pai- 
ned , but note what the Euangeliſt ad- 
deth, and wee ſhall {ce the fecret cauſe of it, 
verſe 18. Jeſus rebuked the dmell and hee went 
out of bim , and the childe was bealed in that 
bowre. A 

+ Herethen we (ce a diſcaſe in part na- 
turall, in part ſathanicall. And maiſter 
Caluine hee ſaith , that experience teacheth 
vs howe this diſeaſe dooth increafe and 
decreaſe according to the courſe of the 
Moone : yet this lets not, but that Sathan 
can - in his effeuall working inthe na- 
turall meanes.

wordes : Dawghter thy faith hath made 
thee whole, goe inpeace, * and be whole of thy 
laone. 

Of this third and laſt kinde I wdge to 
bee our common plague andpeſlilence at 
this day. My reaſens are : Firſt it is partly 
naturall; for if there were here no naturall 
cauſe , then thoſe whom the plague hath 
infeQed, cannot doubtleſle ſo much as bee 
caſed; much leſle healed by naturall reme- 
dies : but this ſecond to bee very falſe, our 
common ſence and experience dayly tea- 
cheth vs. Secondly, it muſt have alſo ſome 
ſecret cauſe:for the learned,as I haue before 
noted,cannot finde it to ariſe of any elemens 
tall qualitie in nature. But my greateſt and 
ſureſt ground is this, the word of the Lorde 
ſpeaketh it plainly , that the wicked ſpinits 
are his meſſengers, and his inſtruments for 


this purpoſe,

Tf any doubt of this, let hymn looke into 
the 1adgements which were inflicted vpon 
fyypt and /ob, by the miniſteric of wicked 
ſprites, for ſo the Pſalmilt ſpeaketh, they 
yexed and tormented Egype with wonder- 
full plagues.

Againe, they which can poyſon the wa- 
ter with frogs, may poiſon in like man- 
ner the aire with peſtiferous exhalations : 
euill ſpirits did the firſt, ergo. Thirdly, they 
which ci deſtroy beaſts with the morraine, 
may as eaſily deſtroy men with the Peſti- . 
lence, the wicked ſpirits did the firſt, and 
therefore can doe the ſecond, Erod 9.3. 
Fourthly, they which can breed ſcabs and 
bliſters,can breed the peſtilence; cha. 9.10. 
Laſtly, the deſtroyer which ſlue ſo many in 
one night throughout all Egype with the 
Plague, can plague in Ike manner to this The Lord

They which can bring downe fire from 
heauen to deſtroy beaſtes, may in like ma- 
ner poiſon the aire, and men with the 
clilency the wicked y_=_ did the furlt, 
Ergo., can do the ſecond. Secondly , they 
whuch can driue windes and tempelts toge- 
ther to beate downe houſes molt violently, 


may be as fat inſtruments to execute the like | 


zuſtice and iudgements inthe peſtilence,the 
wicked ſpirits, &c. Thirdly ;they which 
can poiſon the ſoules of men, ſuggeſting 
and breathing molt peſtilent motions in- 
to the mindes of men to their deſtrudti- 
on, can much more eaſily poyſon their 
bodyes when .G OD ſendeth them for 
that purpoſe. But Sathan did that firſt 
(wee ſee) in the Sabeans, and in the Chak 
deans, and in all the peſtilent crewe of 
rebellious ſinners at this day : hee drineth 
them before him as men driue beaſtes, faith 


i ton, Auguſt. Ergo,Laltly, he that would plague

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ſpirites ſmote lob with molt peſtiferous

And for this cauſe ſome of the lear- 
fed Interpreters haue ſayde , theſe two 
names vicd in this Palme. Keteb and De- 
ber, are the names of. certaine cuill ſp1- 
ntes, which poyſon the ayre with efti- 
lent and venimous exhalations. bf all 
the premiſes let vs conclude , that wee 
muſt in this viſitation of the Lorde, prin- 
opally lift vp our mindes aboue the ſe- 
condarie cauſes, Winter , Sommer, colde, 
keate, drought, moiſture, all the elementa- 
nequalities, and faſten our eyes vpon the 
mightichand of G O D, who, when, and

Buthow 
agrees theſe Scriptures with Saint Petere 
words : 2.Pet.2.4 5. wee read that the An- 
gels which ſinned were caſt downe into hel, 
and deliuered into chaines of darkeneſle, to 
bee kept vnto damnation : fo Jade verle 6, 
They are reſerued in cucrlaſting chaines 
vnder darkneſle, ynto iudgement of the 
reat day. (A.) In the beginning God did 
0, but afterwards for the execution of hus 
wſtice and will, hee ſuffered ſome part of 
ot chem to flic about in the aire : butat his 
pleaſure he can ſhutthem vp againe in pri- 
ſon, for proofe Reel. 9.1.2. The bottom- 
leſle pit opened by an Angel, and thence 
come foorth many eui!l ſpirits, This ſame 
botromleſle pit is ſhut vp by an Angel, Res.

Thus it appcares now and then 
they are ſhut vp, and againe loofed when

; And thus farre of the cauſes mouing the 
Lord, and of the inſtrumentall and ſecret 
cauſes which the Lorde vſeth to {mite his 
ople with the Peſtilence. Now letvs not 
lebrucſhly ſecure ang ſenſleſleas the vn- 
eodly be, but let vs make a holy vſe,as ofall 
the Lords chaſticemets, ſo of the peſtilence, 
comforting cuery man himſelte by the 
word of the Lorde, on this manner as fol- 
loweth, 

Firſt, I conſider the Peſtilence and the 
like calamities on Gods people, to be Gods 
holy viſitation, to call en to a ſerious and 
a publique humihation before him, that Z/ 27. 
their imquitie may bee purged, and thisws all g g, 
the frute he delireth,cuen the raking away of 
their ſine, Hee doth not puniſh willingly.

Howto Secondly, I confider the Lords chaſtices

Thirdly, Tknow Chriſt ſeeth dayly all 
my ſores, all my gnets,all my paines,; all my 
troubles, all my tcares, they are as well 
knowne vnto him, as if they were d1{hilled 
by drops into his þ ottle, and the number of 
them by 1ſt accountſet do vne in his reve 
ſter. P/al $6.8. Thow haſt counted my wande- 
rings, put my teares mio thy bottle, are they not 
wn thy Repiſter? 

Fourthly, I conſider all theſe zreevances 
of this hte as vadoubted fcales of mine 
immortalitic : for the Lorde hawng de- 
creed to bring mee to imumortalitie, to

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le voyd of all miſeric , &c. The effects 
of his decree I know, and ſee in my vocati- 
on, Iuſtification, and ſanfification : bur 
the life promiſed as yet finde not, be- 
cauſe of my minifold afflii&tions : where» 
fore I ſhall vndoubtedly ftinde it when this 
life is ended. 
Eittly, Tlearne in Gods booke, that the 
diſcaſes of the body, and all other afflii- 
ons of thiz lite, they are ofte ſent ypon Gods 
people and holy ſeruants,to worke in them 
amore ſerious humiliation for the ſinnes of 
their youth, either becauſe they were never 
tironghly humbled for them, or leaſt they 
fall dangerouſly into the ſame finnes a- 
raine.P/alm.2 5.6. Remember nct the ſinnes of 
wy youth, nor my rebellions, but according to 
thy kinaneſſe remember thou me , enen for thy 
gooaneſſe ſake O Lord.

Sixtly , I ſeeand know the corruptiong 
of mine heartto be ſo many, and the dulnes 
and dimmeſle of my minde to be ſuch, that 
3f L were not often by the cro{le broughtto 
hearken and to obey, ] ſhould ncither yr 
derſtand arightthe Lords reueiled will, nor 

raftiſeit with any flincerity in my life. Pal, 
119-71. It is good for me that I hane bene of- 
fufted, that 1 may learne thy Statutes, lob. 
Ch 33. verſe 16. Godopeneth the care: of 
mew by their corretions. Mailſter Calnin, mn 
his Preface on the P/abmes Caith, that if God 
had not exerciſed him with many aftliq&- 
ons, he could not wel haue vnderttood mas 
ny P/a/mes. 

Seuenthly, I finde alſo another great 
comfort in all mine infirmities anc { grees 
uances: I have heard and knowne the faith 
full to conle(le Chrilts preſence more fam» 
liar, ſweet and comfortable 1n their aduct> 
« ſitiethenproſperine : and this I finde true 
in like manner. And the rather I obſerue

was wont to be given to ſuch as did re- 
couer hcalth azaine. Wherefore as the 
holie viſitors then did firſt vſe their {pi- 
rituall exerciſe, which 1s left for vs to 
practiſe, and next this extraordinarie 
giftand meanes of healing : ſolet ys care« 
tully and wilcly heere call for in the ſe- 
cond place the learned phiſition,the com- 
fortable and ordinary meanes which God 
hatly lete vnto vs in nature as long as the 
worlde endureth. Thus order that holie 
writer, the godly Preacher commendeth 
vnto vs in theſe wordes. fy ſonne faile not 
in thy ficlkneſſe, but pray wnto the Lord andbe 
will mae thee whole : leane off from ſinne, 
and order thine hands aright ,c>c.and cleanſe 
thine beart from all wickedneſſe, Ge. Then 
gine pl ace to the Phiſition : for the Lord hath 
created him, lc; kim not go from thee, for thou 

h 
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haſt neede of bum : the howre may come that 
their enterpriſes may hane good ſucceſſe, for 
he alſo ſhall pray wnto the Lord that he would 
proſper that which 1s gizen for the prolonging 
of bfe. Whereas ſome obie&t thatin the 
peſtilence naturall remedies of phiſicke 
cannot benefite vs, becauſe the cauſes here 
cannot be found or ſeene in nature : I an- 
ſwere with M.B. It there come into the 
{hlence no naturall cauſes, then theſe 
whome the plague hath infefted, cannot 
doubtleſle Fanch as be eaſed, much lefle 
be healed by naturall remedies. But this 
ſec6d to be very falſe, experience & com- 
mon ſenſe do daily tell vs. Wherefore I af- 
firme, that naturall remedies muſt not be 
negletted. 

Againe , whereas others doc obieR, 
that pluſicke heere often 1s ſeene to haue 
but {mall good ſuccelle : I anſwere, that 
we'muſtnot ſay of naturall preferuatiues, 
that becauſe they doe not benefite one or 
two, or three : therefore they cannot 
helpe any at all. Itis a badde concluſion : 

tor conſider that God doth gonerne na- 


turall cauſes and their effects as it pleaſeth 
hun, and blefleth them to whom hee wall, 
N 2 where 
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where and when he wall. 

And hence it commeth , that the infec. 
tion toucheth not cueric one that is in 
daunger of it , neither is it deadly to euc- 
rie one thatis infected, 

Others yetmore fondly diſpute againſt 
naturall remedies in this ſickneſle : and 
they faic that God hath here a more ſpe- 
ciall prouidence, and he will {mite whom 
he will to death , and therefore all reme- 
dics arcto ſmall purpoſe. Theſe men a- 
gaine want wdgement. 

I anſwere, that the Lord no doubt, 
when he ſent a famine into Egypt , and 
the regions there-about , he determined 
who ſhould dic in that ſcarcitie: yet for all 
this , ceaſcth not Jo/eph with moſt wiſe 
counſell, to prouide for the Egyptians, 
and Jacob for his familie . The like did 
Pax! inthe fea with the Marriners, when 
hee had received an anſwere hee ſhould 
come to Rome ſafely : as is before ſhe- 
wed. 

And Chriſt knew his time, and yethe 
went aſide often from the enemies hand 
tll hus houre came , viing the ordinaric 
meanes 
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meanes for his preſeruation. 

And that no man may ſtand ſtifly 
in his owne raſh iwdgement 3 Dmuid Te 
meritate fortins ? ſauth Tulle ; What 
ſo fooke hardie , or ſo wolent , as raſhand 
baſtie ſpirits ? 

Heare what that learned Father of bleſ- 
ſed memorie , Maiſter Zather ſaith of this 
matter in his Treatiſe of the peſtilence, 
tranſlated out of Dutch into Latine, and 
in lngliſh thus much : 

God hath created phiſicke , and ginen vs 
a minde and reaſon , that euerie man ſhould 
bane 4 care of bis owne bodie for health 
and life : whoſoener woil not w/e theſe , 
pvben as woithout the burt of his neigh. 
bour hee may , the ſame man betraieth his 
owne life , and there lacketh lutle , but 
that before God he is made a mmytherer ; 
for by the ſame reaſon hee may deſpiſe meate 
and drinks , rayment and bouſng , and 
truſting too much wvnto bis fanh , ſave 
if God wvill , hee can preſerne me with- 
out all theſe thinges : then the which fol- 
hie , this is yet greater , that hee whiche 
after this ſorte , caſleth off the care

of his bodie, he may burt and infeft a. 
thers alſo, and ſo through his negligence 
he may purchaſe the blame of a murat. 
rer. 

Some men doe indeed as fooliſh men doe in a 
common firing , which will not come and 
helpe the citie , but let the fire alone, that 
the whole citie might be burned : namelie 
open this truſt , dowbileſſe , if God wilt, be 
can without water quench the fire. 

But friend, thou oughteſt im no wiſe ſo 
to deale : Nay , #t is yniawfnll and ſhame- 
full which thou perſwadeſt thy ſelfe : but 
rather v/e remedies and medicines , and 
doo whatſoener anie way may belpe : per- 
fume thine bouſe , orchard or ſireete : flie 
the mfeited places , and ſo bebaue thy ſeife as 
one willing to quench and not to maintaine 
this open fire. 

Againe , it followeth in the ſame 
treatiſe . If Sathan by the will of God, 
either by himſelfe or his CMunſters, hath 
wrought vs this deadbe infettion : I on the 
other fide before all things will pray wnte 
God , that of his mercie he will take away 
the ſame from ws : then I will put to my 
frmple beiping hand , both by pn 
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and clenſmg of the ayre , by wſing of meds- 
cines , and alſo in ſhunning the mfettion, 
where my preſence is not neceſſarie .' Leſt'I 
might ſceme my ſe(fe to hang negletled ſome 
thmg , or to be canſe of death vnto other , who 
through my neg/igente may taky barme . But 
if God nenerthel:ſſe will hane meviſted with 
thus fickneſſe , or call me out of this world wm- 
to bir kingdome , yet 7 hawe done but that 
which was my autte, nefther hane [ offidedr m 
any thing, either againſt my [elſe or my neigh- 

r , but vohere my ſermice is needfull there 
I will let paſſe nothing of all things which ei- Note, 
ther can or onght to be done of me. Behold this 
i: that godly fauh indeed which doth noth mg 
raſhly nenther tempteth God mm any thing. 

Thus the I conclude, when thou ſhalt 
haue wiſely conſidered and diſcerned the 
cauſes of the peſlilence : then turn to God 
(as the Prophet biddeth) with all thine 
heart, with faſting, with weeping, & with 7oe/ 2.12. 8 
mourning, and the aloft by faith into the 
{ecretplace, almightie ſhadow , &bleſled Concluſion. 
protection of the Eord , and there reſt pa- 
bietly as vnder his holy wings , euer pray- 
ing for the increaſe of faith and patience, 
that thou mailt quictly wayt and depend 
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- vpon , and for a you conlcience, 


that fo thou maiſt auoyde falſe , fooliſh, 
vaine, and wicked. feares, and cheerfully 
Nanding in thy place:and carefully call for 
the proteQtion of the mightie, blefled and 
hohe Angels, & for the commumonand 
preſence of Jeſus Chriſt : ſo ſhalt thou 
chaſe far*away from thee the wicked and 
vncleane ſpirits which are ſcnt of God to 
poyſen and to deſtroy men with the pe- 
{tilence. 

And laſtly , when thou haſt vſed al the 
meanes before ſhewed , for thy ſpirituall 
helpe and comfort, thou muſt negle@no 
ordinance nor helpe of God in nature, 
both for thy cure and preſcruation. The 
wicked indeed inuert & peruert this or- 
der, as did A/«, and therefore no maruell 
if they recciue often a curle in ſteed ofa 
bleſſing ; for if phiſicke giue them health 
of body , their foules notwithſtanding are 
neuer cured , or made any better by their 
chaſticements : but they daily gather 


more {trengrh to commit (in with grea»
